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~Berkeley theologians opposed 
to women priests document 


BERKELEY, Calif. (NC)—In an 
unusual display of what was called 
“loyal opposition’’ 23 members of a 
Jesuit-run Pontifical seminary here 


expressed ‘‘disappointment and 
disagreement’’ with the recent 
Vatican declaration excluding 


women from the priesthood. 


Professors and administrators of 
the Jesuit School of Theology, in an 
open letter to Archbishop Jean 
Jadot, apostolic delegate in the 
U.S., argued that the declaration 
misinterpreted sacred scripture, the 
writings of early theologians, 
Church tradition ‘‘and the nature of 
the sacramental sign’’ in concluding 
that the Church does not have the 
authority to ordain women priests. 


Father Joseph Tetlow, president - 
of the Jesuit school and one of the 
signers, said Archbishop Jadot had 
sent the letter to the Pope; as the 
group requested. 


THE DISSENT to the ordination 
document appeared in the March 18 
edition of the Los Angeles Times, 
two days after it was received by the 
apostolic delegation in Washington. 


While the ordination declaration 
has attracted both acclaim and 
protests from a variety of sources 
since it was issued in January by the 
Vatican Congregation for the Doc- 
trine of the Faith, the dissent by 23 
of the 26 full-time faculty members 
and administrators of the Jesuit 
school is significant for a number of 
reasons, some observers say: 


—the Jesuit school is a Pontifical 
institution, one of six in the country, 
whose faculty and curriculum is 
approved by the Vatican and whose 
charter is granted by the Pope 
himself. It is empowered by the Holy 
See to grant Church degrees and its 
members are often consulted by the 
Vatican on theological questions. 


—The dissent is a _ collective 
expression by theologians, ‘‘care- 
fully considered, pondered and 


worded,’’ as Father Tetlow, put it, 
reminiscent of the criticism of the 
1968 papal birth control encyclical 
by the Jesuit school’s faculty, 
among others. 


The Jesuit faculty said that if 
the Vatican Congregation had con- 
fined itself to citing “‘the practice of 
the oriental Church (various Eastern 
Orthodox denominations oppose 
ordaining women), the position of 
women in different cultures and the 
contemporary attacks on the Holy 
See from the far right, it would have 
issued a declaration whose reasona- 
bleness would not have been 
legitimately questioned, although its 
conclusions might well have been.”’ 


BUT, IT SAID, the congregation 
cited ‘‘sacred scripture, the Fathers 
of the Church, the unaltered 
tradition of the past 2,000 years and 
the nature of the sacramental sign,’’ 
in supporting its conclusion. 

“It is our judgment,’’ the letter 
said, “‘that none of these, either 
individually or collectively, can bear 
the weight assigned.”’ 


The letter said 
Congregation: 

—failed to consider the Pontifical 
Biblical Commission finding that 
scripture alone does not exclude the 
possibility of ordaining women; 

—misused patristic authority to 
support conclusions. “If the most 
important and persuasive patristic 
passages have been referred to by 
the declaration, then the patristic 
argument (against women priests) is 
too weak to be of any importance;”’ 


—adopted a static view of 
tradition. ‘‘To say that we have 
never ordained women in the past 
and therefore cannot do so now is to 
ignore the fact that the issue has 
never arisen in precisely these 
contemporary terms and within the 
new realization of women’s place in

Priests’ councils call for review 
of ban on women’s ordination

LOUISVILLE, Ky. (NC)—The an- 
nual convention of the National 
Federation of Priests’ 
(NFPC) has called for a review of the 
ban on ordaining women priests and 
for permitting permanent deacons to 
marry or remarry after ordination. 


At the conclusion of the March 
20-24 convention here, delegates 
also expressed support for the 
reconciliation rites last December in 
the Memphis, Tenn., diocese, which 
included the giving of general 
absolution to thousands. 


IN ALL, THE NFPC House of 
Delegates, including Fathers Robert 
Miller, William Mooney and Neal 
Dolan from the San Diego diocese, 
approved 14 ‘‘action steps’’ and four 
resolutions. 


The 200 delegates also urged the 
National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops (NCCB) to implement the 
recommendation of. the Call to 
Action conference in Detroit last 
October that called for a Bill of

Rights for U.S. Catholics. 


The NFPC delegates asked also 
that the bishops take steps to form a 
national pastoral council, that the 
diaconate be opened to women and 
that ‘‘all forms of sexism’’ be 
eliminated in the Church. 


DELEGATES approved an action 
step directing the NFPC president 
and executive board to “‘request of 
the NCCB and Pope Paul that the 
issue of the ordination of women be 
reviewed for the purpose of remov- 
ing those canonical impediments to 
ordination based on the sex of 
candidates.”’ 


The statement said the conclu- 
sions of the declaration by the 
Vatican Doctrinal Congregation re- 
affirming the Church’s ban on 
ordaining women priests do - not 
appear to the NFPC House of 
Delegates to be “‘substantiated by 
the reasons and arguments offered 
in its support.’’

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‘Let’s ban teen marriages’ 


NEW YORK—The Church should ban 
teenage marriages, according to Father John 
Marquis, a veteran of counseling teens. 
Writing in Homiletic and Pastoral Review, 
published here, the priest said ‘‘the 
minimum age for allowing a Catholic to 
marry should be 21.’’ The priest said: ‘‘It is 
my firm belief that the chief reason for 
contemporary teenagers’ extreme unwilling- 
ness and radical incapacity to be committed 
to a promise of any kind forever is the 
programmed immaturity of American 
youth.’’ 


Prelate tackles atheist govts. 
ZAGREB, Yugoslavia—Although religious 
freedom is part of the legislation -of most 
countries, it is not respected by governments 
which profess atheism, wrote Archbishop 
Franjo Kuharic in a pastoral letter here. 
Government declarations on religious free- 
dom should be believable, he wrote, and 
citizens have every right to take such 
declarations at face value. Separation of 
church and state ‘‘means that faith cannot 
be proclaimed by government,”’ he said. 


Vatican backs right to water 


MAR DEL PLATA, Argentina—Access to 
water is a human right and millions of the 
poor throughout the world should be given 
that access, said the Vatican delegation to 
the United Nations Water Conference here. 
The statement described ‘‘inhuman’’ condi- 
tions prevailing among people in 100 
countries, particularly among those in rural 
areas. ‘“‘Human life and dignity call for 
access to all natural resources as a matter of 
basic right,’’ the Vatican delegation said. 


Abortion foe sues hospital 


PHILADELPHIA—A woman who was 
fired from her hospital job here because she 
refused to process abortion patients is suing 
the hospital for $105,000. Previously, Mrs. 
Cecilia Spellacy had filed a complaint with 
the Pennsylvania Human Relations Commis- 
sion which ruled that she is not a 
-professional.and therefore outside the 
protection of a state law which shields 
hospital personnel from being fired for their 
anti-abortion beliefs. 


Polish bps. warn of fraud 
ROME—Through their press office here 
the bishops of Poland have warned Catholics 
abroad not to support in any way an 
apparently Polish Catholic relief agency 
which, they claim, was set up by the 
communist government to undermine the 
bishops’ authority. They said the govern- 
ment-run Catholic Caritas Association is ‘‘a 
camp of political activity and an organization 
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to attract Church personnel 
more-or-less clear intention of putting them 
in opposition to Church authorities.’’ 


‘Give Church chance to help’ 

BALTIMORE—“‘The Church is beginning 
to reach out and to try to understand and 
help us. Give her a chance before you strike 
her out,’’ said Mary Elizabeth Barnes. 
Speaking at a conference for divorced 
Catholics called by the Baltimore arch- 
diocese, she underscored the pastoral efforts 
of the Church aimed at the estimated six 
million Catholics in this country whose 
marriages have failed. 


Anglican leader speaks for life 


NEWCASTLE, Australia—Anglican Arch- 
bishop Donald Coggan of Canterbury in a 
lecture here, warned against forces at work 
in contemporary society to cheapen life. ‘‘To 
begin a life and then to snuff it out by 
abortion; to treat a dying person as little 
more than a subject for experimentation or 
thoughtless euthanasia; to trivialize our 
God-given sexuality—these are some of the 
dangers which face us and which are 
enhanced by the powerful agency of the 
media,’’ he said. 


N.J. Sunday sales ban back 


TRENTON, N.J.—The state Supreme 
Court here has reinstated a law governing 
the sale of various items on Sunday. The 
court vacated an order issued last week that 
held the New Jersey law to be arbitrary and 
unconstitutional. The latest court decision 
means that stores may not sell home 
furnishings, building supplies, home appli- 
ances’ and the like on Sundays. A final 
opinion is not expected for several months. 


13 churchmen die in Africa 


VATICAN CITY—According to Vatican 
officials the murder of Cardinal Emile 
Biayenda in the Congo last week made him 
the 13th churchman slain in Africa in the last 
four months and one of the very few 
cardinals in Churh history to be killed. 
Cardinal Biayenda heads the list of 12 other 
Catholic bishops, priests and Religious to be 
killed since last December. The only other 
20th-century cardinal to be murdered was 
Cardinal Juan Solvilla of Zaragoza, Spain, 
killed by a gunman in 1923. 


Suits challenge public schools 

ST. LOUIS—Parents of nonpublic school 
students here are renewing their challenge 
of the way tax dollars are used by public 
schools. Lawsuits filed by Parents Rights 
Inc. and Citizens for Educational Freedom 
charge that public schools teach a doctrine of 
“secular humanism’’ which, they say, is-a 
kind of ‘‘religion’’ that is just as illegal 
under the Constitution as sectarian religion.

T. Maher 
celebrates the 9:30 a.m. Mass and blesses the new doors of 
the church. 


Major Holy Week celebrations begin on Holy Thursday, 
April 7, when Masses recall the Last Supper of Christ with his 
apostles. In addition to the traditional Holy Thursday Mass, 
St. Joseph the Worker parish, Loma Linda, and Our Lady of 
Solitude parish, Palm Springs, will mark the day with Seder 
(Paschal) meals. 


USING THE Jewish Passover setting to mark Holy 
Thursday is appropriate, according to Father Patrick 


O’Keeffe, St. Joseph pastor, ‘‘because Christ used the 


Passover meal, the Last Supper, to institute the Eucharist.”’ 


Also on Holy Thursday mandatum ceremonies will be 
observed following Christ’s mandate and example of washing 
the apostles’ feet. Among parishes holding mandatum 
ceremonies will be St. Joseph Cathedral, San Diego; Our 
Lady of Solitude, Palm Springs; St. Martin, La Mesa and St. 
Agnes, San Diego. 


At 10:30 a.m. on Holy Thursday at the cathedral, people of

E. Chavez and priests of the diocese for the Chrism Mass 
which includes the blessing of oils and consecration of chrism 
for parish use. 

THE CHRISM MASS also serves as an occasion for priests 
to renew their commitment to priestly service, according to 


Father Richard Duncanson, the bishop’s secretary. 


In most parishes of the diocese, the Passion and Death of 
Our Lord will be marked with special liturgies in the afternoon 
of Good Friday, April 8. 


Liturgies on Good Friday include Stations of the Cross, 
veneration of the Cross, three-hour devotions and homilies on 
the seven last words of Christ. At Immaculata church the 
liturgy will begin with outdoor stations as parishioners carry a 
heavy, large wooden cross, as in past years. 


Marking Holy Saturday, April 9, is the Easter vigil, which 
traditionally was observed just before midnight. Today’s 
practice, though, sees the vigil celebrated earlier in most 
parishes, with ceremonies beginning at different times from 5 
p-m. onward.

There are now 17 liturgy 
committee members, eight lectors and 10 
ushers as a result of Stewardship. 


PARTICULARLY popular were Catholic 


action activities, Msgr. Prendergast said. 
““Nearly 40 people have promised to work in 
programs against abortion, 22 will be 
visiting the sick and shut-ins. Fifteen will be 
sponsoring the senior citizens’ group and 10 
will help take the parish census,’’ he noted. 


And 45 parishioners will be working on the 
Buffalo Barbecue committee which is the 
parish part of the annual Old Town Fiesta. 


The people also pledged generously of 
their treasure as well as of their time and 
talent. Pledges exceeded the $8,500 parish 
goal by nearly 300 percent, 


OVERALL the diocesan Stewardship 
program looks very good, according to Bill 
Standing, Stewardship director: As of March 
25 Catholics across the diocese made 
pledges which exceeded the $2 million goal 
by more than $250,000, he said. 


“To date 33,087 donors have pledged 
$2,255,551 for an average gift of $68.17,” 
Standing reported, adding that $870,000 has 
already been redeemed from those pledges. 


Response to this sixth annual Stewardship 
campaign has been excellent, he said. ‘‘The 
average gift is up nearly $5 from $63.85 last 
year and-more than 100 parishes have 
exceeded their goals,’’ he said. 

THE PROGRAM is nearing completion for 
this year, but over the next few weeks “‘we 
expect the pledge total to climb to about 
$2.4 million,’’ he said.

‘‘Mandatum’’ Thursday 


The first major celebration of the Easter 
ceremonies comes in most churches with Maundy 
or Holy Thursday, with the ceremony of washing of 
the feet called the Mandatum. When the priest 
washes the feet of parishioners he is following 
Christ’s command to service and washing of the 


feet of the apostles prior to the Last Supper. He- 


commanded them— gave them a ‘‘mandatum’’ —to 
wash feet. 

On Holy Thursday morning we celebrate the 
special Chrism Mass, at which the bishop 


-consecrates the new oil and chrism for the coming 


year at a liturgy in St. Joseph Cathedral attended 
by as many priests of the diocese as possible. It is 
the one day in the year when bishop and priests 
come together in this way, and when the bishop 
devotes his homily directly to his priests. In the 
ceremony the priests renew their commitment to 
priestly service. If you have the opportunity to get 
to the cathedral for the Chrism Mass (10:30 a.m.) 
you will find it a memorable occasion. 


Friday solemnity 


The Good Friday liturgy, with the prayers for 
those special intentions of the Church, the 
veneration of the Cross and the quiet distribution of 
Communion consecrated before—there is no Mass 
on Good Friday—brings the solemnity of the day. 
No other day in the year is so filled with the

awesome and awful remembrance of man’s 
redemption from sin through the sacrifice of 
Calvary. 


| shall always remember Good Fridays in 
Salisbury, the capital of Rhodesia, now so much in 
the news. We used to carry three huge crosses right 
through the city streets for miles—taking three 
different routes—to come together at the Salisbury 
Cathedral and plant the crosses in front of the 
church. 


The hands that carried the crosses were both 
black and white—a solemn witness by Christians of 


~ the unity in Christ. The crowds which: followed the 


crosses were ample public witness to the sadness of 
the day. And as Catholics carried the crosses, other 
Christians would participate by ringing their church 
bells as the crosses passed by. | wonder whether it 
will happen in Salisbury this Good Friday.

If no other service during Holy Week is possible 
for you, try to get to the Holy Saturday Easter Vigil, 
one of the most important and wonderful 
ceremonies of the whole year. The new fire, 
representing Christ, the new water, by which we 
are all baptized in the Spirit, the baptisms, and 
renewal of promises, the joy of the Resurrection— 
all come to us in this magnificent liturgy. 


Some parishes have the Vigil service in the early 
evening, others preceding midnight. Whatever the 
time, it is well worth the effort to get to church to 
participate in the ‘‘re-birth’’ of our faith in this 


-annual ceremony. 


Christ on TV 


One effective way to have an effect on television 
offerings is to show that we watch when something 
worthwhile is presented. Therefore, it behooves us 
to watch the two-part feature on NBC scheduled for 
Palm Sunday and Easter Sunday at 8 p.m. called 
Jesus of Nazareth. In spite of protests by small 
fundamentalist groups, the story of Christ has been 
portrayed by Franco Zeffirelli with beauty and 
faithfulness. If the Nielsen ratings show that it gets 
a large audience, television programmers might 
take heart enough to provide more of the same.

We were talking about...confession 

~ and sin and all the rationalization 

with which we protect ourselves from 
our own culpability. - 


It occurred to me, as | listened to 
the different viewpoints and argu- 
ments, that we too often consider sin 
in its most negative context. 


PERHAPS WE have moved a little 
from too narrow a concentration on 
the act, the thought, the obvious 
offense of sin, but we have not yet 
reached that wider vision of universal 
truth in which the whole concept of sin 
becomes possible. 


We are used to associating sin with 
anger, punishment and fear. We are 
used to attributing our own faults to 
the ‘‘human condition,’’ the action of 
the devil of the ‘‘bad’’ guardian 
angel—a contradiction in terms if ever 
there was one. 


We look at the malice and hatreds 
so prevalent in our world—the 
violence and destruction, betrayal and 
lack of trust—and find there some 
vindication of our own sinning. 


IF EVIL IS rampant around us, how 
much easier to absolve our own paltry 
evil. As Flip Wilson would say: ‘‘The 
devil made me do it.’’ 


The devil made me... 


Yet sin is possible only in relation to 
goodness and truth. We are culpable 
not because evil exists, but because 
God loves. And we are capable of 
grievous sin, only because God loves 
so limitlessly. 


If God were not love and goodness 
and truth—if we were. not totally 
involved in and part of his universal 
creative expression of that love—what 
would be our criteria for sin? 


IT IS ONLY when we understand 
something—however _obscurely—of 
the height, breadth, width and depth 
of divine love, that we come to learn 
something of the nature of sin. 


It is then we may come to learn that 
what we thought was sin was only 
foolishness, and what we did not 
consider sinful was an _ appalling 
affront to God’s love, to our personal 
integrity, and the whole developing 
process of mankind. 


In the modern emphasis on 
autonomy of conscience, it is ea 
relatively simple thing to absolve 
oneself of culpability on a personal 
subjective definition. ‘‘If | don’t think 
it is a sin, then it is not.’’ 


UNFORTUNATELY, the state of 
the world is proof enough that human 


beings are capable of sacrificing the 
ultimate good for immediate con- 
venience, a principle for expediency, 
and will go to great lengths. of 
self-deception to -maintain mental 
and physical comfort. 

There must be objective sin. And 
whether we admit it or not, it remains 
sin. No man or woman alive can be 
unaware that truth, compassion and 
justice are essential for the develop- 
ment and health of mankind. When 
we recognize that all truth, all love, all 
justice emanates from and has its 
focus in God, and survey our own 
activity among our fellows, sin 
appears shamefully easy. 

It is only in the awareness of God’s 
infinite love that we come ‘to a real 
knowledge of sin, and the realization 
of our almost total obsession with self. 


FOR THE MOST PART, we are 
pitifully bound by  egocentricity, 
crippled by the pressures of our needs 
and desires. We loom so large on the 
screen of our world that there is little 
room for anyone else, and our concept 
of God may be nothing more than a 
flickering glow in the background. 

It is when God is not real to us that 
we feel most happily complacent in 
our lives. But when he becomes a 


person and we learn to discern his 
activity among us, somehow we grow 
uneasy over those small peccadillos 
that never concerned us before. 


And when he is for us ‘‘This 
Tremendous Lover’’ and -we_ stand 
trembling in realization of the 
incredible power of his love, then sin 
becomes very real, and our inade- 
quate response and indifference a 
mortal affront. 


BEFORE THAT overwhelming out- 
pouring of love no excuse nor. 
rationalization will stand. Before it, 
evil has no power, except what we 
give to it in our persistent misuse of 
the life-giving and sustaining power of 
God's love. 

It is, | think a blasphemy to impute 
irresistible power to evil—or the devil, 
and to be so sure of the force of evil 
and so appallingly uncertain of the 
power of good. 


The gospel of love does not 
diminish sin—it reaffirms it, but it 
reaffirms without threat, without 
rejection, without fear. And that is the 
only context in which admission of sin 
may fulfill its ordained function of 
cleansing and_ reconciliation and 
growth.

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Roots of Our Faith: 


Does one person make difference ? 


Our On-going Covenant 


Do we have a personal 
responsibility to others? 


By Father John J. Castelot 


When God entered into a covenant with 
Israel, the contract involved two parties: 
Yahweh and a group. It involved individuals 
only inasmuch as and to the extent that they 
belong to the collectivity. Salvation was 
promised to the community; to be cut off 
from the community was to be destroyed. 


If the community sinned, each individual 
suffered; if an individual went astray, the 
whole community was imperiled. This 
mentality colors and gives meaning to the 
greater part of the Old Testament, The 
community takes priority over the individ- 
ual, an attitude which may strike the modern 
American rugged individualist as strange. 


STRANGE OR NOT, Israel: thought of 
itself as a ‘‘corporate person.’’ According to 
this mind-set, not too sharp a distinction was 
made between the individual and the group. 
The very name “‘Israel’’ is a clear illustration 
of this phenomenon. 


When we hear the name we think 
automatically of the people as such. But 
actually Israel was a person, Jacob, the 
progenitor of the 12 “‘tribes’’ which became 
the nation. The fact that we can speak of him 
as father of the ‘“‘tribes’’; is a further 
illustration. A man doesn’t beget tribes; he 
begets sons. . 


But to the biblical way of thinking, the 
sons are in some way already the tribes. 
Read Jacob’s. deathbed ‘“‘testament’’ in 


r. _ .Genesis 49. Ostensibly it is directed to his 


sons. In reality it sums up the history of the 
tribes as it was known to the authors of the 
“‘testament,’’ centuries after the death of 
the patriarch. 


ANOTHER STRIKING example—just one 
- of many, many others—is the story of Jacob 
and Esau (Genesis 25:19-34; 27:1-45). Even 
before they are born their mother, Rebekah, 
is told: ‘‘Two nations are in your womb, two 
peoples are quarreling while still within you; 
But one shall surpass the other, and the 
other shall serve the younger’’ (Genesis 
25:23). 


Obviously she is carrying twin boys, Esau 
(Edom) and Jacob (Israel). Again the author 
has read back centuries of history into this 
one point in time, and a stormy history it 
was. The brothers were bitter rivals from 
their childhood, with Jacob obtaining by 
trickery the birthright which belonged to his 

. older brother. 


Much later the two nations of Israel and 
Edom were constantly at each other’s 
throats, with Israel finally gaining the 
ascendancy. What seems on the surface to 
be merely a family anecdote about sibling 
rivalry is in fact the portrayal of the 
subsequent fortunes of two nations. 


THIS ATTITUDE undoubtedly had its 
roots in the ancient social structure of the 
people. It was a familial, tribal structure, in 
which the individual and the group were, for 
all practical purposes, indistinguishable. 


If a member of one family offended a 
member of another family, revenge was 
taken, not just on the offender, but on the 


offending family. It seemed not to matter ~ 


that the rest of the family was innocent. (One 
is reminded of our saturation bombing of 
enemy cities; We’ve come a long way from 
those primitive tribal times!) 


This same attitude extended to moral 
decisions and responsibility. The father of 
the clan made the decisions and individuals 
were bound by them. Personal moral 
responsibility was overshadowed by group 
responsibility. 


IT IS IMPORTANT to note, however, that 
personal responsibility was not completely 
wiped out or ignored. The biblical data belie 
any such conclusion. It is rather a question 
of emphasis. Corporate responsibility played 
a much heavier role in their consciousness 
than individual responsibility. 


This emphasis often threatened to become 
a dangerous overemphasis, and it called for 
a corrective. Such a corrective was supplied 
by Jeremiah; see, for example, 31:29-30. 
This great man of God, perhaps because he 
was so cruelly ostracized from the life of his 
people, was forced to come to grips with the 


plight of the individual and to underscore the _ 


stark reality of personal responsibility. 


But it was especially his successor, 
Ezekiel, who hammered home to the people, 
now in exile, the unwelcome truth of their 


individual, personal stake in the national ~ 


disaster—and in its outcome. Read especial- 
ly Ezekiel 18. Their efforts were not 
smashingly successful, but it is extremely 
difficult to change a view so deeply rooted in 
a people’s psychology. 


IT WAS PEOPLE of this same background 
that gave us the New Testament books but 


one can discern a better balance, with more © 


emphasis on personal dignity and responsi- 
bility. For just one example, read the story of 
the ‘‘Sinful Woman’”’ in Luke 7:36-50. And 
when the disciples, echoing the old ideas, 
asked Jesus, ‘‘Rabbi, was it his sin or that of 
his parents that caused him to be born 
blind?’’ he answered: ‘‘Neither, it was no 
sin, either of this man or of his parents’ 
(John 9:2-3). 


Still, we are presented as members of 
Christ, with whom we form one Body. We 
are members one of another, according to 
Paul, but each of us is a living temple of the 
Holy Spirit, with a personal responsibility to 
live in accord with this surpassing dignity.

Costly Oneness 


We love individuality but 


we are afraid of its price 


relationship. in which we can make

We love individuality but fear its cost. We 
relish the colorful style of a Harry Truman, a 
Muhammed Ali and a Leonard Bernstein. 
They stand out in welcome bas-relief form to 
relieve us in the anonymity in our 
mass-oriented society. We feel we can be 
individuals, too, when we see that others 
are..We are often plagued with our own 
feelings when a driver’s license will get us 
merchandise which our faces will not. 


The Judeo-Christian tradition has always 
invited individuality when it has been true to 
the God who informs its history. But in a 
distinctive way: communally-supported indi- 
viduality. Not so the Greeks, who have often 
intruded upon our history with other styles. 
Early Greek mythology stressed the 
importance of struggling to individuality 
alone. — Spek 

PERSONS CONTESTED with the gods 
and, with tragedy or comedy as the dramatic 
outcome, emerged as individuals. Solitary 
men and women struggled with enormous 
odds. This stress worked its way into Greek 
philosophy, which in turn has worked its way 
into Christian thought at deep levels. We 
learned to be our brothers’ keepers as long 
as they kept within the mass mentality. 


When Christian community works, it frees 
people to become as individual as each really 
is. When churches are true to the Gospel 
they proclaim, their communal nature 
invites differences. Faith is non-repressive 
of the goodness and singularity in mankind. 
Consider Francis of Assisi and Mother 
Teresa of Calcutta. 


Faith allows us to differentiate, a term 
which means, roughly speaking, being 
ourselves. We learn to extend our gifts. We 
learn to take seriously the immorality of 
hiding our talents under wordy napkins of 
excuse: I can’t do that or others would see 
me. I don’t want to be different. I would 
rather be humble and not say what I can do; 
let others find out. 


CHRISTIANITY IS about love and hope 
and faith in each other because of God’s 
same actions toward us. And it is love and 
faith which allows us to act with some 
measure of individuality. Paradoxically, by 
reason of being loved and believed in, as 
individuals we are already in a_ plural 
setting. Every genuine ‘‘we’’ which we 
claim ourselves to be within is also the very 


affirmative ‘‘I’’ statements. 


Love breaks up our stereotypes of failure, 
fear and inadequacy. Sin tells us we are less 
than ourselves. Love assures us that we are 
ourselves. Perhaps, as individuals, the great 
wound we can each receive is to be chained 
to our wounds. And the greatest gift is to be 
relieved of the belief that we will always be 
less than people expect us to be. 


Jesus believed in persons—not blocks of 
humanity cast into mass stereotypes: poor, 
decent, indecent, wealthy, sick, well. Those 
are our categories for safety from the rigors 
of redemption. He touched persons, gne by 
one. He noticed a man in a tree and asked to 
stay with him. He freed a prostitute of her 
burden of guilt. 


HE MET PEOPLE after his resurrection; 
he did not call an assembly for the purpose 
of future theological management of the 
masses. But, of course, he was a man of his 
tradition, Jewish, and that meant an 
ancestry of Moses, Abraham, Issac, 
Jacob—trare individuals who created com- 
munity in themselves. 


But then, the cost individuality? It can be 
high, for it asks decision which is not always 
that of the reigning democracy. Persons will 
surely object and the closer they are to us, 
the most costly that objection is. (It is not as 
difficult to cope with the mailman’s objection 
to my position on nuclear arms as that of my 
wife or my husband.) 


Basically it is not even others’ objection 
which is the hardest blow on the road to 
individuality but one’s own sense of 
rightness in the action. For if we decide in 
favor of our informed judgment we may 
fail—we may not be right. We may fail in as 
many ways, perhaps, as we shall succeed. 


AND THERE is a real self-gratification 
lost if we know we are not right. This sort of 
righteousness was about the only attitude 
that got to Christ and angered him. Daring 
little, it asks more.than enough of others, 
the supposedly ‘‘non-righteous.”’ 


Light has long been the outstanding 
symbol of the relationship between in- 
dividuals and their community. Light is a 
community of colors which is visible to the 
degree that the individual colors within it 
blend, not losing their distinctness but 
sharing it. It is not coincidental that Jesus 
called himself Light and then gave that name 
to those who follow him.

Who is more important, the community or 
the individual? The answer to this varies 
according to the mood of the hour. Rhetoric 
will flourish about community one day and 
the individual the next. In our nomadic 
society where as many as 40 million 
Americans move every year, there will 
properly be a plea for the value of 
community and the stability it brings. This is 
why so many parishes are working on the 
“community of faith’’ ideal. The ever 
shifting population demands that the 
community, that was once assumed, must 
now be created. 


On the other hand the impersonalism of 
mammouth factories, office buildings, 
palatial schools, universities numbering in 
the thousands of students and congested 
cities argues for attention to the individual. 
The mathematical impersonalism of zip 
codes, area codes, social security numbers, 
credit card numbers draped about each 
person creates a groan for simple person- 
hood. 


THE PROBLEM today is to locate the 
human, whether one seeks for it in 
community or in the individual. The conflict 
is not so much between the individual and 
the community as between the forces of 
culture that are opposed to both the 
community and the individual. Does one 
person make a difference? Of course. The 
more basic question is, ““Can an individual 
today find enough personhood in order to 
begin to make any difference?’’ 


When people argued the presumably 
conflicting values of the person and the 


--community, they had such human realities 
before them to contend with. They could - 


speak of the excesses of community in terms 
of the tyranny it might exercise over 
individual initiative. 

Or they might discourse on the excesses of 
individualism and its ‘‘law of the jungle’’ 


approach which repudiated community . 


values. Then again, wiser minds saw the 
community and the individual in a tension 
where one nourished the other. Good 
community supported the self fulfillment of 
the individual. Integrated individuals were 
an ornament to the vitality of community. 


TODAY, THE concerted effort must be to 
restore the human both in terms of the 
community and the person. It is much more 
difficult for one person to make a difference, 
when there is no community to make a 
difference in. Yet, despite these somber 
reflections, there are many productive 
efforts to restore community and the rights 
and possibilities of the individual. 


The ethnic consciousness is doing much to 
help varying groups to find a new sense of 
self respect. Because of it, the Spanish 
speaking, the central European ethnics, the 
orientals, the blacks, the Indians and others 
are finding a way to have personal identity 
and a strong sense of self worth. 


The above mentioned community of faith 
movement in Catholic parishes is also 
helping people, through religious faith and 
hope, to discover their God-given identity 
with a spiritual sense of self importance. 


MOVEMENTS SUCH AS these, by 
creating a consciousness of self worth in 
the individual, establish the situation of 
personhood and the inner strength that 
comes from that. It is against such a 
background that the possibililty of one 
person making a difference comes on 
strongly. 

That there is a hunger for this is beyond 
doubt. It takes extreme forms in statements 
such as, ‘‘I gotta do my own thing. I gotta be 
me.’’ These extravagant outbursts might be 
viewed by some as mere selfishness. And, in 
some cases they are. 


But when heard against the backdrop of a 
restless, moving and noisy culture which 


~ drowns out the human, these axioms are 


cries for self worth and a sense of one’s 
proper desire to have dignity and value. 


Does one person make a difference? 
Absolutely. What we need to do today is to 
help each one we know to become that 
person who will make the difference. The 
one person of Jesus made such a difference 
that the world has never been the same. To 
the rest of us he says, ‘‘Follow me.”’

Throughout _—_‘ the 
Old Testament God 
constantly uses signs 
in order to convey a 
message to his peo- 
ple.

Conse- 
quently, in the Church we have the 
sacraments, sacramentals, the Bible, 
the liturgy, the lives of the saints, and 
God’s continued use of miracles as 
means through which the Lord reaches 
out to touch his people. 


IT OFTEN facilitates prayer and

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Christian Meditation 


encourages our faith if we use our 
imagination when we meditate. Try to 
actually see happening the very thing 
you are praying for and be careful not to 
see the opposite thing taking place. 


Thus, for example, when you pray for 
your children to get well actually see 
them healthy in your imagination as you 
pray. Do not picture the child sick and 
then ask God to heal the child, but 
rather picture the child well and then 
thank God for healing the child.

Neighborhood religious groups key to smut control 


This is the ninth of 16 articles in a special 
series, ‘‘Moral Choices in Contemporary 
Society,’’ designed as companion pieces to a 
series of the same name in the general press. 
In this article, Robert E. Rodes Jr., professor 
of law at the University of Notre Dame, 
discusses pornography and its place in the 
economy and the legal aspects.

We are offered a number of reasons why we have 
to put up with the current spate of pornography. 
Many of these have a certain philosophical 
plausibility, but none of them has much to do with 
the realities of life as it is led in America in the 
1970s. 


The simplest of the lot is the consenting adult 
theory: | am a grownup, and if | want to read dirty 
books, what business is it of yours? Unless | am 
hurting somebody else, the government should let 
me alone. 


1 HAVE HAD occasion to cemment on this 
consenting-adult theory in an earlier article in this 
series. The short answer to it is that there are no 
consenting adults. The notion rests on a view that 
society has no influence on people except at the end 
of a policeman’s club. 


In the real world, however, people are constantly 
making moral choices in dialogue with society. 


MORAL CHOICES 


in contemporary society 


Society cannot play a neutral part in that dialogue. It 
is for those who make and enforce the laws to decide 
what part society will play. 


A theory that is more aware of this social dialogue 
is that of the marketplace of ideas. On this theory, it 
is not people but ideas that have to be left free. If 
ideas are allowed to compete without interference, 
the best ones will ultimately get themselves 
accepted, and the worst ones will lose their 
following. 


WHETHER THIS is in fact what happens when 
ideas compete, or whether there is indeed a 
Gresham’s Law of the intellectual life by which bad 
ideas tend to drive out good, | will leave to any 
television watcher to decide. 


For our present purposes, the important point is 
that pornography is not an idea. It is a vast business 
engaged in distributing devices for sexual arousal. 
The fact that these devices are mainly words and 
pictures, and that words and pictures can also 
convey ideas, is no more than coincidence. 
Weighing ideas about sex requires the same 
sobriety and tranquility as weighing ideas about 
anything else: Obviously, pornography can contrib- 
ute nothing to it. 


We would be outraged if sexually inflammatory 
material were freely used in cigarette advertising, 
because such material would interfere with people 
making up their minds intelligently about smoking. 
It interferes equally with people making up their 
minds intelligently about sex.

intellectual. It rests on the liberating role of the 
erotic. By giving scope to the erotic side of their 
natures, people will escape the restraints which the 
sexually uptight are constantly placing on 
themselves and on each other. They will even shake 
off the oppressive economic systems through which 
they have taken out their sexual frustrations and 
sublimated their sexual desires. 


Certainly, Christians should hold no brief for 
sexual repression, and should favor a _ just 
appreciation of the place of the erotic in the life of a 


human being. There are some works of literature, — 


such as those of D.H. Lawrence, that may contribute 
to this kind of appreciation of the erotic, although 
they are open to moral objection, and probably to 
esthetic objection as well. 


But there is no need to pursue this point. Works of 
this kind have nothing to do with the material that 
fill the X-rated movies and the bookstores that have 
made ‘‘adult’’ a shameful word. That material is not 
erotic, it is mechanical. 


NOR IS IT APT to liberate anybody from anything. 
To live by the standards of sexuality implicit in this 
material would entail (in addition to physical 
exhaustion) a repression of true human sexual 
instincts as severe as anything Freud encountered in 
his patients. Even to read or look at much of it will 
trivialize the sexual imagination to the point of 
interferring with anyone’s free response to another 
person. 


Although the works of the entrepreneurial 
pornographers have no particular literary or artistic 
pretensions, they often ride on the coattails of works 
that do have such pretensions. 


The commonest, and to my mind the least 


_ lived according to God’s will for us made _ 
manifest in Jesus Christ. For Christians the — 


realistic, of the arguments in favor of putting up 
with pornography is that we cannot do anything 
about it without imposing intolerable burdens of 
censorship, harassment, and fear on the writers and 
artists who try to deal honestly with sexual subjects. 


THIS ARGUMENT involves, among other things, 
an odd idea of the legal profession. It presupposes 
that the intellectual resources of lawyers and 
judges, unlike those of any other citizen who hopes 
to pass freshman English, are unequal to the task of 
discriminating between Lady Chatterly’s Lover and 
Hustler magazine. My profession has been criticized 
before, often with justification, but not usually for 
having less than common ability to draw 
distinctions. a 


IN SHORT, commercial pornography is not a 
matter to which the community can or should be 
neutral; is not an idea competing in the intellectual 
marketplace; is not an art form. It is a vast and 
baneful business enterprise, one no more deserving 
of toleration or respect than the marketing of toys 
that give children electric shocks or of snake oil as a 
cure for cancer. 


In my opinion, the laws presently on the books in 

most states would be sufficient, if they were 
intelligently enforced, to reduce drastically— 
although not to eliminate—the prevalence of 
commercial pornography in our society. 


It seems likely that in many communities the kind 
of intelligent enforcement | have in mind will depend 
in great part on organized religious groups. It has 
generally been such groups that have worried about 
pornography and have brought pressure on 
prosecutors and other public officials to enforce the 
law. 


These officials, having limited budgets, and often 
subjected to impossible demands, tend to respond to 
pressure by launching isolated spectacular prose- 
cutions, rather than by regularly bringing petty 
offenders to book. 


WORSE, IT IS usually the more artistically 
respectable works that make the more spectacular 
prosecutions. As a result, the whole effort to restrict 
pornography tends to get a bad name without 
accomplishing anything for the quality of life in the , 
community. 


If religious groups and other concerned people 
were more aware of the state of the law and of the 
resources of law enforcement, they could mount 
efforts that would do considerably more good. 


On the one hand, they could refuse to be diverted 
by spectacular, expensive, and generally futile 
prosecutions. On the other hand, they could give 
support and approval to routine efforts to control the 
material on public display in neighborhood stores 
and movie houses. 


IF THIS WERE done generally, there would be a 
drastic reduction in the economic base of the whole 
pornographic enterprise, and a corresponding 
improvement of the social ambiance in most of the 
places where most of us spend our time: On the 
present state of the law, we can expect no more than 
this. If we are to live under decent conditions, we 
can expect no less.

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Untouched by illegal aliens 


San Ysidro parish thrives in border city

SAN YSIDRO—The gar- 
den outside Our Lady of Mt. 
Carmel -parish hall here 
offers a pleasing panorama 
of Tijuana, across the valley 
in Mexico. 


But a scant half-mile down 
the hill from the parish lies 
the U.S.-Mexico border. 
That imaginary line is at the 
heart of the illegal alien 
controversy which is building 
tensions that belie the se- 
renity of the view com- 
manded by Carmel. 


VIOLENCE—murder, as- 
sault and rape—mounts daily 
as countless ‘‘illegals’’ flood 
across the ‘border much as 
raging waters breach a break 
in a dam. 

Last year 800,000 illegal 
aliens were apprehended in 
the U.S. More than 270,000 
were caught in the San 
Ysidro area alone. This week 
more than 1,200, a record, 
were captured in a single day 
by the Border Patrol. 


Through it all the bustling 
border city’s Catholic parish 
remains curiously untouched. 
“All we really know about 


_ the situation is what we read 


in the daily papers,’’ says 
Irish-born Father Thomas F. 
Byrne, pastor. 


TO BE SURE Christian 
concern is there for the 
victims of border violence 
and the suffering caused by 
the conditions in Mexico 
which drive people to cross 
the border without docu- 
ments. 


“And many parishioners 
with relatives and friends 
living in Tijuana are deeply 
concerned with the crisis,’’ 
the priest explains. 


_ But, Father Byrne adds 
that there is little the parish 
can do in the crisis that even 
the U.S. Immigration and 
Naturalization Service terms 
‘hopeless’. And physically 
the parish is not involved 
with the ‘‘illegals’’. 


‘*A FEW have been caught 
hiding in the building shad- 
ow from Border Patrol heli- 
copters,’’ he noted. 

“But insofar as I know, 
there have been no ‘illegals’ 
attending Mass, nor have 
Border Patrol agents at- 
tended Mass for the purpose 
of ferretting them out.”’ 


He explained that the 
unauthorized immigrants use 
the brush-covered hills far to 
the east of the parish plant or 
the border park to the west to 
enter the U.S. ‘‘They don’t 
like crowds, and you won’t 
find them coming to

church,’”’ he asserted. 


BUT DESPITE the nation- 
ally-headlined illegal alien 
crisis, Our Lady of Mt. 
Carmel parish is thriving and 
parishioners are preparing to 
celebrate the 50th anniver- 
sary of the parish this 
summer. 


Led by Father Byrne, their 
balding, good-natured pas- 
tor, they will establish a 
building fund for a new 
church for the parish where 
Masses are now celebrated 
in the parish hall. 


“THE HALL doesn’t seat 
many and we have had to add 
an extra weekend Mass— 
there are now eight—to 
handle the standing room 
only crowds.” — : 


He estimates that nearly 


10,000 Catholics live in 


the San Ysidro area, though 
“many attend church in 
Tijuana or neighboring U.S. 
parishes.”’ 

Half of the eight weekend 
Masses at Carmel are cele- 
brated in Spanish, the rest in 
English. ‘“‘About 90 percent 
of the parish is Spanish- 
speaking, but those Hispan- 
ics who speak English prefer

Teachers occupy L.A. chancery 


LOS ANGELES (NC)— 
Thirty-two Catholic school 
lay teachers occupied the Los 
Angeles chancery building, 
vowing to continue the sit-in 
until the archdiocese recog- 
nizes their union. 

Carrying bedding and 
food, the . demonstrators 
stayed overnight (March 28) 
in the lobby and waiting 
room of the building, de- 
manding to see Cardinal 
Timothy Manning, who was 
not available. The chancery 
was closed March 29. 


Marian Hull, president of 
the United Catholic Secon- 
dary Teachers Association 
(UCSTA), met with Msgr. 
Donald’ Montrose, superin- 
tendent of schools, March 
28. A meeting between union 
officials and Cardinal Man- 
ning was set for yesterday 
March 30. 

UCSTA, which won an 
election conducted by the 
National Labor Relations 
Board (NLRB) last May, 
represents more than 200 lay 
teachers in 24 high schools in 
the Los Angeles archdiocese 
and two in the Orange 
diocese. 


It called a strike March 
10, after Church officials in 
both places continued to 
refuse to bargain with the 
union, in order to challenge 
NLRB jurisdiction over labor 
disputes in Catholic schools.

‘Powerful’ film on Christ's life 
to begin Sunday on NBC-TV 


Jesus of Nazareth to air on NBC-TV 
Sundays, April 3 and 10, ‘‘is a traditional 
and theologically sound, sincere and often 
emotionally powerful retelling of the Christ 
story.” 


So says the Office for Film and 
Broadcasting (OFB) of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference in its review of the two-part, 
six-hour production to be shown from 8 to 11 
p-m. on Palm Sunday and Easter. 


STATIONS in the San Diego diocese 
viewing area airing the film will be 
KGTV-10, San Diego; KNBC-4, Los Ange- 
les, and KMIR-36, Palm Springs. 


The first half begins with the betrothal of 
Joseph and Mary and carries through to the 
early years of Christ’s public ministry. 


The second half completes the story with 
such passages as the Sermon on the Mount, 
the Our Father, the raising of Lazarus from 
the dead, the events of Holy Week and the 
Resurrection. 


ACCORDING to the OFB review: 


“As a biblical epic—that form of 
entertainment intended to be seen by 
viewers of all faiths and none—this film 
succeeds very well. It has a large cast of 
international stars. 


“‘Christians, however, will find a spiritual 
dimension that is uncommon in most such 


works. The substance of the film without 
any fudging of the issue, is that Christ was 
the Son of God who performed miracles, 
died for our sins and rose from the dead. 
There is no ambiguity about the divinity of 
Jesus. 


DIRECTOR Franco Zeffirelli, best known 
for his Romeo and Juliet, has tried to find 
ways to make the life of Christ more real to 
the contemporary viewer by emphasizing the 
actualities of the period. 


“‘All of the attention to period detail and 
historical background enhances the credibil- 


. ity of the action by achieving a realistic 


setting for it. 


*‘The principle reservation for some will 
be whether the relatively unknown British 
actor, Robert Powell, is adequate for the role 
of Jesus. There is an appropriate intensity to 
his performance and yet he is not quite able 
to suggest the supernatural power one would 


associate with the mystery of the Incar- 


nation. 


“IT IS PRECISELY this which is the 
unique problem of all such dramatizations: 
no-one interpretation can possibly satisfy the 
individual expectations of all viewers.’’

A look at books 


THE NEW CHINA: A CATHOLIC RE- 
SPONSE edited by Father Michael Chu, 
SJ. Paulist Press, 545 Island Rd., Ramsey, 
NJ 07446. 165 pages. 


Ever since the reports of Marco Polo 
and Father Matthew Ricci, SJ, Catholics 
have viewed China with a special love and 
interest. Ever since St. Francis Xavier died 
trying to bring his mission to China, we have 
poured men, women and money into the 
conversion of China. 


With the communist takeover, it would 


seem that all has been lost. Several scholars 
at the Gregorianum in Rome _ posed 
themselves the question: What is next for 
the Sino-Christian movement? 


In six penetrating chapters, these scholars 
examine Maoism in some depth and contrast 
Catholic responses. Thoughtful readers will 
welcome this timely book as it appears that 
Western nations are seeking closer relations 
with a nation that controls a quarter of the 
earth’s population.

Also featured will be an 
independent-minded woman, 
her nuclear engineer hus- 
band and the bright daughter 


who disappoints him; and an 
illiterate, proud couple who 
live in poverty with their 10 
children. 

The series can be seen on 
KPBS-15, San Diego, which 
will repeat it at 7 p.m. 
Sundays; KVCR-24, San Ber- 
nardino, with a repeat show-- 
ing at 10 p.m. Wednesdays; 
and KCET-28, Los Angeles.
